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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' Response to Final Office Action, received 22 August 2005, is acknowledged. 
Claims 16, 20, 25, and 27 have been amended. Claims 15, 28, and 29 have been canceled. 

2. Claims 13-14 and 16-27 are pending and under consideration. 

Rejections Moot/Withdrawn 

3. The rejection of claims 28 and 29 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for u a high five cell", is moot in light of the cancelation of the claims. 

4. The rejection of claim 15 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
"substantially free", is moot in light of the cancelation of the claim. 

5. The rejection of claims 20-24 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, scope of enablement 
for vaccination with any/all preparations of lipidated PsaA, is withdrawn in light of applicants' 
amendment of claims to recite that the lipidated PsaA is recombinantly produced in a High Five 
cell 

6. The rejection of claim 27 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
"a high five cell", is withdrawn in light of the amendment of the claim and applicants' 
explanation. 

7. The rejection of claims 25-27 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for "immunogenic fragment", is withdrawn in light of the amendment of the claim and 
applicants' explanation. 

Rejections Maintained 

8. The rejection of claims 13, 14, and 16-19 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for "substantially free", is maintained for reasons of record. 
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Applicants argue that the meaning of "substantially free" is the meaning that is 
understood and accepted as definite in the patent law, as evidenced by numerous patents that 
use this term in their claims. 

The examiner has considered applicants' argument, but does not find it persuasive. To 
understand the presence of the term "substantially free" in prior patents, the entire prosecution 
history of each patent must be assess to determine if the metes and bounds of the term were 
adequately provided to define the term and allow its use in the claims. In the instant 
application, the metes and bounds of the term have not been adequately defined. For example, 
does "substantially free from lipopolysaccharides and contaminant proteins" mean that the 
claimed PsaA is 10% pure or 90% pure. Thus, what level of contaminating proteins and 
lipopolysaccharides is encompassed by the instant claims? 

Conclusion 

9. Claims 13, 14, and 16-19 remain finally rejected. Claims 20-27 appear to be free of the 
prior art of record.
